New gym and dance studio planned for major revamp of centre 



What Banbury's Woodgreen Leisure Centre will look like after its £1.2m facelift this year 


£1.2M BOOST 
FOR LEISURE 


A NEW health and fitness suite and 
dance studio are planned as part 
of a £1.2m revamp of one of Ban¬ 
bury’s biggest leisure centres. 

Woodgreen Leisure Centre, in Wood- 
green Avenue, is set to undergo major 
changes to its facilities later this year. 

The money, provided by Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council, will be spent on facilities 
including a new 50-station health sand 
fitness gym suite, dance studio and 
spinning studio. 

Other improvements include a com¬ 
bined cafe and library, bigger changing 
rooms, new toilets, a purpose-built re¬ 
ception area and a meeting room. 

If plans are approved, the work would 
be expected to be completed by the end 
of November. 

Council deputy leader George Reyn¬ 
olds said: “We are now bringing the rest 
of the centre up to date. 

“Woodgreen has always been rec¬ 
ognised for having the town’s only 
outdoor swimming pool but these im¬ 
provements will help promote the other 
opportunities available at the centre so 
it becomes recognised for more than 
just swimming. 

“The work we are undertaking will 
offer state-of-the-art, purpose-built fa-

cilities at the heart of a thriving com¬ 
munity 

“We are delighted to be investing such 
a significant sum of money to create a 
true focal point where people can exer¬ 
cise, socialise and realise their full fit¬ 
ness potential.” 

At the moment the centre has an in¬ 
door bowls hall, a 40-station gym and 
group exercise studio. 

Seven years ago, the council spent 
£1.3m on improving the centre’s Olym- 
pic-size swimming pool. 

The pool will not be altered as part 
of the new improvements. 

Ruscote town councillor Mark Cher¬ 
ry spoke of his delight that the project 
was finally going ahead. 

He said: “As a child I always went to 
play bingo there, and I was a regular 
visitor to the library as well. 

“This project was been long overdue. 
For too long the building has been out¬ 
dated. 

“I hope as well the centre will extend 
its hours so even more people will get 
the chance to use it.” 


Earlier this year, leisure company 
Parkwood Leisure was appointed as the 
council’s preferred bidder to carry out 
the improvements. 

The work is also part of a wider 
scheme to boost the Bretch Hill area. 

It includes the demolition and rebuild¬ 
ing of the Hill Youth and Community 
Centre. 

People using the facilities can view 
the plans for themselves at the leisure 
centre until the end of April. 

The application is expected to be ap¬ 
proved by the council’s planning com¬ 
mittee in May.

UP to 200 new homes could be 
built on the site of a recycling 
depot in Banbury town centre 
within the next few years. 

Waste management company 
Grundon is planning to move its 
base in Merton Street to nearby 
Thorpe Mead, off Thorpe Way, by 
the end of 2017. 

In its place they are aiming to 
build a new housing site, includ¬ 
ing green open spaces and pedes¬ 
trian walkways through the site. 

The company has been based in 
Merton Street, next to the railway 
line, for about 30 years. The exist¬ 
ing three-hectare site includes 
waste collection, transfer and the 
treatment of recycling. Grundon 
spokeswoman Ruth Rolls said the 
building project was an “exciting” 
step for the company She added: 
“It is really important in a small 
country such as ours to make as 
much use of land like this that 
we can. Who knows what this site 
could be in the future, but at the 
moment our plans are very excit¬ 
ing. The site has good access to the 
train station and the town centre, 


and there will also be sufficient 
open spaces within the plan.” 

Matt Taylor, of Berkshire-based 
architects JSA, said: “We have 
held extensive pre-application 
discussions with the council, as 
we seek to bring forward propos¬ 
als that would complete the re¬ 
generation of this eastern area of 
Banbury. The company is based 
around sustainability, and recov¬ 
ering, reusing and recycling what 


other people throw away. So it 
seems very appropriate to extend 
that principle into reusing land as 
well.” 

The Merton Street site was ear¬ 
marked for building development 
by Cherwell District Council as 
part of their Local Plan Part 1, 
which was published in July last 
year. The plan outlines the build¬ 
ing projects for the district until 
2031. A “masterplan” for Banbury, 


which outlines sites to build on 
within the town, was approved by 
councillors for six weeks of public 
consultation at the beginning of 
January 

A planning application for the 
Merton Street site is expected to 
be submitted by the end of this 
month. It will then be available on 
cherwell.gov.uk for members of 
the public to make comments on 
the application.

FORMER Banbury Cake 
tea boy Stan Szecowka has 
finally found one of his old 
bylines, following an appeal 
in the newspaper.

In the piece, Brackley mum 
Barbara told the paper how 
proud she was to see the band 
travelling up the charts with 
their first single Anyway You 
Want Me. 

Of her son he said: “He’s tried 
very hard.

Councillors rack up 
£2.2m expenses bill 


COUNCILLORS in Oxfordshire 
pocketed £2.2m in allowances and 
expenses in the past financial year. 

Figures compiled by campaign 
group the Taxpayers' Alliance 
showed Oxfordshire County 
Council paid out the most, at 
£761,709 for 2014/15. South 
Oxfordshire District Council had 
the lowest amount at £217,324. 

Overall the amount was almost 
exactly the same as in the 2013/14 
financial year. 

The figures do not include a 19 
per cent rise in county council 
allowances that councillors voted 
for at the end of 2014, as it did not 
take effect until April 2015. 

Taxpayers' Alliance chief 
executive Jonathan Isaby said: 
"With the nation's finances yet to 
be fixed, councillors across the 


country will continue to have to 
make difficult decisions. 

"In order for them to have the 
moral authority to carry out that 
very important job, councillors 
must show restraint when it 
comes to their own taxpayer- 
funded allowances and ease the 
burden on hard-pressed families." 

Oxford City Council paid out 
£328,026, slightly higher than 
West Oxfordshire District Council's 
£325,941. Cherwell District Council 
allowances and expenses reached 
a total of £313,234 and Vale of 
White Horse councillors claimed 
£285,245. 

County council spokesman Paul 
Smith said: "On average, 
Oxfordshire county councillors 
receive less in allowances than 
those at others in England." 


Thefts from 
20 vehicles 


THIEVES have targeted more than 
20 cars, vans and motorbikes dur¬ 
ing a two-month spate of crimes in 
Banbury. 

The thefts from vehicles across 
the town - particularly Ruscote, 
Hardwick and Neithrop areas - 
have sparked a police appeal. 

Thames Valley Police said 20 
vehicles had been targeted 
between Saturday, January 2, 
and Monday, February 29. 

Tools were stolen from inside 10 
vans, six cars had taxi plates or 
number plates stolen, a 
motorcycle had its tank drained 
of fuel and two other cars had 
items stolen, including a sat nav 
from the glove compartment. 

The force is reminding 
neighbours to remove valuables 
from their vehicles overnight.

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THE headteacher of a Ban¬ 
bury primary school has ac¬ 
cused parents of “scaremon- 
gering” after reports online 
of nearly 70 children being 
absent with scarlet fever. 

Posts on Facebook on Monday 
night suggested a large number 
of children at Queensway Pri¬ 
mary School had been struck 
down with the bacterial illness. 

But the school told parents it 
had only three confirmed cases 
that morning, with the number 
having risen to between six and 
eight by Tuesday, it believed. 

Head teacher Sarah Jakeman 
said: “These posts are scare- 
mongering families. This whole 



thing has been blown out of pro¬ 
portion. 

“The symptoms are similar to 
other viruses going around but 
we have notified parents about 
the problem. 

“We have sought information 
from Public Health England 
about what parents should if 
they think their child has the 
symptoms.” 

She added the school would 


have to have a “massive” num¬ 
ber of cases before they would 
thinking about closing tempo¬ 
rarily. 

Speaking on Tuesday, Banbury 
mother Wanda Alexander - who 
has children at the school - said: 
“All the parents received a letter 
yesterday and a text this morn¬ 
ing to say there were three con¬ 
firmed cases. 

“There have been a lot of chil¬ 
dren off school but there have 
also been a lot of bugs going 
around so people may have got 
confused between the different 
illnesses.” 

Scarlet fever causes a distinc¬ 
tive pink-red rash, usually on 
children. 

Initial symptoms usually in¬ 
clude a sore throat, headache 
and a high temperature, flushed 
cheeks and a swollen tongue.

A ‘lucky combination’ of 
conditions meant Northern 
Lights were visible at night

STARGAZERS in North Ox¬ 
fordshire were treated to a 
one-of-a-kind peek at the ethe¬ 
real majesty of the Northern 
Lights on Sunday night. 

A dazzling display in shades of 
green, purple and blue lit up the 
skies and was spotted by many 
around the county, the furthest 
point to the south where it was vis¬ 
ible in the UK. 

The aurora borealis is caused by 
charged solar particles interact¬ 
ing with the Earth’s magnetic field 
and can normally only be seen in 
the far north of Scotland. 

A “lucky combination” of condi¬ 
tions in the lower atmosphere and 
in space meant the aurora was vis¬ 
ible across swathes of the country, 
Met Office space weather adviser 
Amanda Townsend said. 

She added: “Once in a while the 
solar winds are enhanced to levels 
stronger than normal, with parti¬ 
cles at higher speeds, and on this 
occasion it has connected really 
well with the Earth’s magnetic 
field.” 

Skies were also very clear over 
much of Scotland and England 
last night. 

In addition to the cosmic weather 
being just right, conditions closer 
to the ground favoured those who 


ventured out into the cold to see 
the spectacle. 

Skies were clear over much of 
Scotland and England and many 
took to social media to share their 
photos of the phenomenon. 

Mark McIntyre tweeted several 


images showing a purple tinge to 
skies around seven miles north of 
Oxford, saying: “If there were ever 
a nice powercut in Banbury I’d be 
happy!” 

Those who missed the stellar 
light show in Oxfordshire might 


have to wait a while for the next 
show. The strongest part of the 
geomagnetic storm that caused it 
has now passed, meaning glimps¬ 
es were likely to be visible only 
to those in northern England and 
Scotland yesterday night.

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No messing around as team collects 18 tonnes of rubbish from town’s estate 


MORE than 18 tonnes of rubbish 
have been recovered from a 
Banbury estate after a week-long 
litter blitz of the area. 

Members of Cherwell District 
Council’s green team helped 
clear the Bretch Hill estate last 
month to help relieve the streets 
of litter, graffiti and fly-tips. 

Residents also made 72 
bookings for a free bulky waste 
collection service to help get rid 
of furniture and white goods. 

District council lead member 
for Clean and Green, Debbie 
Pickford, said: “This is only our 
second blitz of the year and we 
have already removed a total of 
15 tonnes of rubbish from 
Bicester and a further 18 tonnes 
from Banbury 

“The amount of rubbish 
collected from two small areas 
within our large district is 
simply staggering.” 

The seven-strong team 
collected two-and-a-half tonnes 
of litter by hand and another 
15.7 tonnes using road sweepers. 

They also held a recycling 
roadshow selling blue and brown 
recycling bins at a reduced rate 
of £10, saving up to £8 on the 
usual price.

EU jobs cash 
hope for young 

A PROGRAMME costing £734,100 to get 
young people into work across 
Oxfordshire could start in July if 
funding is approved. 

A report to Oxford City Council’s 
scrutiny committee said the proposal 
to work with young people not in 
employment, education or training 
(NEETs) was dependent on winning 
funding from the European Structural 
& Investment Fund. 

It has been devised by the local 
authority in partnership with Aspire 
Oxfordshire Community Partnership 
and will aim to take on 220 
participants, focusing on areas of 
greatest need in Oxford and Banbury. 

The programme will stage social 
events and provide training, as well as 
one-to-one mentoring and trials with 
employers. There will also be business 
networking events, with cash aid given 
to young people who have children or 
transport requirements. The city 
council will know in June if funding 
had been approved. A report to the 
committee said: “The council’s bid 
envisages employment support being 
offered through a partnership of 
community-based employment 
practitioner professionals.” 


Elderly visit culls 
prompt criticism 


Decision to scrap ‘good 
neighbour’ service seen 
as ‘deserting’ vulnerable

A DECISION to scrap “good 
neighbour” visits to thou¬ 
sands of elderly people by 
the end of the month have 
been described as deplorable 
by a leading charity. 

Age UK says Oxfordshire Coun¬ 
ty Council’s bid to save £500,000 
will leave hundreds who have no 
family or friends isolated. 

It accused the authority of “de¬ 
serting” the vulnerable. 

The council says it has no other 
option because the government 
has slashed millions of pounds 
from its funding. 

Contracted support workers 
make the short visits during the 
day - usually every week - when 
they can speak to elderly people 
at home about their needs. 

But in a letter sent out last 
week the county council said the 
service had been culled in its lat¬ 
est round of budget cuts. 

Age UK Oxfordshire chief ex¬ 
ecutive Paul Cann said the move 
was “deplorable”. 

He added: “This is the latest 
example of Oxfordshire desert¬ 
ing vulnerable people and we 
condemn it.” 

Former Unipart records offic¬ 
er Betty McDowell, of Harebell 
Road in Blackbird Leys, said it 
could leave some elderly people 
“totally on their own”. 

The 84-year-old, who lives 
alone and has been told she will 
no longer receive visits from 
GreenSquare housing associa¬ 
tion support officers, said: “My 
three children come and visit me

a lot, and I also go to Options in 
the Slade on Fridays to a social 
club. 

“But if they do not have any 
family left this could leave some 
people totally on their own when 
they need someone. 

“When you are living alone 
it gives you someone to talk to. 
They usually come in and sit on 
your sofa and chat for a few min¬ 
utes just to make sure you are 
all right and if anything needs 
doing. 

“Now we’ve been told that is 
going to end. It just feels like the 
elderly are being pushed to one 
side at the moment. 

“I’ve worked all my life until 
I was 60 and lived through the 
war. 

“Are people like me not entitled 


to a comfortable life at the end of 
it? The council seems to be say¬ 
ing ‘oh, they will be all right’. 
But not everyone will. 

“I feel very sorry for some peo¬ 
ple.” 

The letter from the county 
council said: “Adult social care is 
the council’s biggest individual 
area of spend excluding schools. 

“The council has a good track 
record over the last decade of 
investing in adult social care to 
cover increased demand. 

“However, in order to continue 
to meet our statutory responsi¬ 
bilities with a reduced budget we 
are having to cut back our provi¬ 
sion on non-statutory services - 
that is, services that we are not 
required by law to provide. 

“This includes the planned 
support service you are receiv¬ 
ing. 

“If you are concerned about 
the impact of this service ending 
on your day-to-day life, there are 
advice and information services 
provided by the council that may 
be able to help you.” 

In Oxford, a letter accompa¬ 
nying it from housing associa¬ 
tion GreenSquare to its tenants 
added: “When we wrote to all 
Homelink customers last year, 
we asked whether people would 
be prepared to pay for this ser¬ 
vice themselves if the council 
stopped funding it. 

“Unfortunately, not enough 
people said they were willing to 
do this to make it a financially 
viable option. 

“Over the next few weeks your 
support officer will work with 
you to look at your available 
options once this service has 
closed, and to put you in touch 
with any services that are appro¬ 
priate for your needs. 

“We are very sorry that we can 
no longer offer this service to 
you and we wish you the very 
best for the future.”

SUSPICION is like a malignant 
tumour. Addressed quickly, it

0-150,000 NEW AND USED CARS IN SECONDS

IMAGINE a car that could 
virtually guarantee you nev¬ 
er got a speeding ticket. 

I have been driving one. It’s 
Honda’s technology-packed 
HR-V whose package of clever 
tricks includes an ‘intelligent 
speed limiter’. 

It works using a camera 
mounted behind the windscreen 
that recognises traffic signs and 
sets the car’s maximum speed 
of the vehicle according to the 
speed limit in place. When the 
car passes a sign indicating a 
lower speed limit, the vehicle 
gently and automatically slows, 
through a reduction in power, to 
just under the speed limit. 

There is plenty more clever 
stuff built into this car that 
blends the looks of a swish styl¬ 
ish coupe with the lightly rug¬ 
ged air of a 4x4. 

A car that looks this good, 
which is clearly aimed at youth¬ 
ful design-conscious buyers, 
must come at a heavy cost to the 
car’s versatility. 

Err no. Whisper this quietly, 
underneath all the zippy fash¬ 
ionable looks, the HR-V is a 
hugely practical car. 

As well as being thoroughly 
useful, it is also fun to drive 
with weighty steering, good ride 
quality and a comprehensively 
adjustable driving position. 
And, to top it off, it is also re¬ 
markably economical. 

Priced from £18,500, Honda 
says the HR-V is designed to ap¬ 
peal to young singles and ‘pre¬ 
family couples’, but I don’t see 
why, as the cabin, with its abun¬ 
dant head, leg and knee room 
and decent boot has more than 



enough space to accommodate 
a couple of children and belong¬ 
ings. 

There are three trim levels and 
a simple power choice - either a 
120 horsepower 1.6-litre i-DTEC 
diesel or 130 horsepower 1.5-litre 
i-VTEC petrol. The diesel has a 
light, positive six-speed manual 
gearbox, while the petrol has a 
choice of six-speed manual or 
automatic transmission. 

The growing appeal of so- 
called crossover vehicles is not 
hard to understand, particu¬ 
larly the high eye-line that gives 
the driver a commanding, reas¬ 
suring view of the road. 

That clearer vision adds to the 
feeling of comfort at the wheel. 

Equally upmarket is the dash¬ 
board display with Honda’s fa¬ 
miliar three-dial instrumenta¬ 
tion, and an in-car infotainment 
system - accessed through a 
seven-inch touchscreen, which 
has ‘pinch, swipe and tap’ func¬ 
tionality identical to that of a 
modern smartphone, runs on 
Android and can give fast ac-

cess to Internet-based services. 
It comes with pre-installed apps, 
including the ‘Aha’ app that 
gives access to thousands of au¬ 
dio stations - spanning music, 
news, podcasts and audio books. 

Every new HR-V is equipped 
with Honda’s city-brake system, 
which uses laser radar technol¬ 
ogy to scan the road ahead, au¬ 
tomatically applying the brakes 
if an imminent risk of collision 
is detected. The system is de¬ 
signed to operate at speeds be¬ 
low 20mph. 

The test car was also fitted 
with Honda’s advanced driver 
assist system, which uses radar 
sensors, plus forward and rear 
facing cameras, as standard. 
This package of safety systems 
includes the speed limiter men¬ 
tioned above, forward collision 
warning, traffic sign recogni¬ 
tion, lane departure warning 
and automatic high-beam. 

And if you find the speed lim¬ 
iter a little annoying, you can 
turn it off - at the touch of a 
button. 


New laws for young drivers 

Changes that surely make sense 


ONE of the quirks of the UK is that 
member countries can make and 
pass laws independently of the 
others. That is why the drink-drive 
limit in Scotland is lower than the 
rest of the UK and now Northern 
Ireland is taking a lead in introd¬ 
ucing new limits on young drivers. 

The Road Traffic (Amendment) 


Bill comes into force in 2018for all 
drivers aged 17-25 in Northern 
Ireland. This change will see all 
drivers in this bracket subject to a 
tougher, lower drink-drive limit of 
50mg of alcohol per 100ml of 
blood, the same as the mandatory 
limit for all drivers in Scotland. 

Also part of the changes for 


young drivers in Northern Ireland, 
coming in 2018, are a minimum six- 
month learning period, night-time 
restriction on carrying passengers 
and a section of the driving test to 
include motorway driving. 

These changes are common 
sense and should be adopted 
across the whole of the UK now.
